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Glen  Park  Development — What's  Ahead

How  big  a  building  can  be  built  on  your  block?  What 
are  the  limits  of  growth  in  Glen  Park's  commercial  sec- 
tion? That's  ultimately  up  to  the  Planning  Commission 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  but  current  zoning  gives 
a  pretty  good  picture  of  where  our  neighborhood  is 
headed  in  terms  of  development. 

There  are  two  types  of  zoning — use  and  height. 
Although  related,  they  are  governed  by  two  sets  of 
rules.  While  height  is  mentioned  below,  this  article  is 
primarily  about  use  zoning.  Here  are  general  descrip- 
tions of  the  zoning  categories  that  apply  to  Glen  Park, 
along  with  a  map  showing  where  each  is  in  force. 

RH  categories — RH  stands  for  "residential, 
house."  These  districts  are  "intended  to  recognize,  pro- 
tect, conserve  and  enhance  areas  characterized  by 
dwellings  in  the  form  of  houses  . . .  [with]  considerable 
open  space  and  limited  nonresidential  uses." 


RH-1 — Single  family  houses.  Lots  25  feet  wide. 
Height  rarely  exceeding  35  feet.  Front  setbacks  are 
common  and  rear  ground  level  open  space  is  25%  of 
the  depth  of  the  lot,  but  at  minimum  15  feet.  Three  hun- 
dred square  feet  of  usable  open  space. 

RH-2 — One-and  two-family  houses.  Usually  no 
more  than  25  feet  wide  and  40  feet  high.  Rear  yard  45% 
of  lot  depth,  but  at  minimum  15  feet.  Usable  outdoor 
space  available  at  ground  level  and  on  decks  and  balco- 
nies, averaging  125  square  feet  per  unit.  May  have  easy 
access  to  shopping  and  transit.  "In  some  cases,  group 
housing  and  institutions  are  found  in  these  areas,  al- 
though nonresidential  uses  tend  to  be  quite  limited." 

RH-3 — Similar  to  RH-2,  but  also  including  3-unit 
dwellings  like  those  across  from  BART.  Predominantly 
large  flats  rather  tJian  apartments,  with  separate

As  the  Glen  Park  Association  has  learned  from  the 
visits  of  Sergeant  Ann  Cazahous  and  Officer  Lynette 
Hougue,  police  protection  is  allocated  on  the  basis  of 
crime  statistics.

We  un- 
derstand that  it  seems  unfair  that  the  victim  must  take 
time  out  of  a  busy  schedule  to  follow  up  on  these  inci- 
dents. Especially  when  the  telephone  at  the  police 
department  rings  and  rings  and  rings... 


So,  to  help  Glen  Park  residents  report  crimes,  the 
Safety  Committee  has  designed  a  "Crime  Report"  form 
that  is  quick  and  easy  to  fill  out.  A  sample  is  printed  on 
page  1 1  of  the  newsletter  this  month,  so  should  some- 
thing happen,  you  don't  even  have  to  go  far  to  pick  one 
up.  You  can  use  this  form  to  remember  important  de- 
tails, then  send  it  to:  C.P.O.P.,  1  John  V.  Young  Lane, 
San  Francisco,  CA94112. 

However,  this  does  not  replace  informing  the  po- 
lice by  telephone.  The  Ingleside  Station  staff  is  sincere- 
ly concerned  about  our  safety,  and  are  doing  everything 
in  their  power  to  provide  adequate  protection  in  times

Recent  Meetings 

Over  30  people  attended  CPA's  May  12th  meeting. 
Our  membership  is  now  188.  We  are  fiscally  sound  and 
as  this  edition  shows,  the  newspaper  is  being  published 
on  a  regular  basis,  thanks  to  Jeff  Byers  and,  this  time, 
Ellen  Rosenthal.  We  are  working  on  developing  a  good 
distribution  system.  Jeff  also  masterminds  the  flyers 
that  inspire  meeting  attendance. 

Jeff  Tannenbaum,  chair  of  the  Public  Safety 
Committee,  informed  us  that  there  is  virtually  no 
chance  of  having  a  beat  cop  in  Clen  Park.  One  possible 
alternative,  hiring  a  kind  of  security  patrol,  is  very  ex- 
pensive and  the  City  will  not  pay  for  it. 

Linda  Montgomery,  Traffic  Committee  chair, 
reported  that  traffic  surveys  in  Glen  Park  will  take  place 
both  before  and  after  school  ends. 

Chief  Dennis  Callahan  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire 
Department  and  featured  speaker  of  the  meeting,  de- 
scribed the  classes  of  the  Neighborhood  Emergency 
Team  given  by  the  Fire  Department.  These  classes  pre- 
pare people  to  become  self-sufficient  in  a  major  disaster 
and  include  instruction  in  utility  control,  disaster  medi- 
cine and  light  search  and  rescue.  A  GPA  member  who 
has  taken  the  course  recommended  it  highly.  The 
classes  meet  for  five  weeks  on  either  Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays  or  Thursdays.  The  next  set  begins  June  9, 
10,  11.  Eliza  Robertson,  a  member  of  the  Safety  Com- 
mittee, has  volunteered  to  coordinate  GPA  members' 
participation.  For  more  information  and/or  registration, 
call  her  at  587-1509  or  587-4642. 

Old  business:  we  voted  18-8  not  to  present  the 
Green  Space  petition  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  but  to 
keep  it  at  the  ready  (and  publicized)  just  in  case.  Many 
opposing  presentation  of  the  petition  felt  that  we  would 
draw  attention  to  ourselves  and  perhaps  be  asking  for 
something  (a  2/3  vote  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors)  we 
couldn't  possibly  get. 

New  business:  Tiffany  Farr  suggested  that  we  con- 
sider changing  our  2nd  Tuesday  meeting  date  to  a  time 
less  popular  with  other  organizations.  This  requires  a 
change  in  CPA's  by-laws  as  well  as  formal  notice  in 
the  newsletter.  Look  for  it  on  next  month's  agenda. 

We  will  also  discuss  further  certain  properties 
that  seem  to  present  a  danger  to  the  community.  Cur- 
rently we  plan  division  between  the  Zoning  and 


Planning  Committee  and  Neighborhood  Improvement. 
If  you  want  to  help  formulate  strategies  or  consider  a 
building  a  danger,  call  Morgan  Hall  or  Les  Gerstmann 
and/or  come  to  the  June  9th  meeting. 

Zoning  and  Planning  Committee 

Discretionary  review  by  the  planning  commission  was 
requested  for  two  adjacent  residences  at  70  and  74 
Chenery  Street.  Presently  two  stories  over  garage,  74 
Chenery,  is  proposing  adding  into  the  rear  yard.  Now 
one  story  over  garage,  70  Chenery  has  applied  to  add  a 
story  as  well  as  to  the  rear  at  three  levels.  Both  projects 
want  to  change  from  one  to  two  units.  Present  zoning 
allows  two  units  there. 

On  Thursday,  April  16,  representatives  of  the  CPA 
Zoning  and  Planning  Committee  testified  before  the 
planning  commission  in  support  of  discretionary  re- 
view. Some  neighbors  on  the  adjacent  block  of  Randall 
Street  also  spoke  in  favor  of  discretionary  review.  As  a 
result  of  the  hearing,  the  parties  involved  decided  to  try 
to  work  out  their  differences  and  be  heard  again  by  the 
Planning  Commission  in  three  weeks. 

Anyone  interested  in  this  matter  can  give  one  of  the 
Zoning  and  Planning  Committee  chairs  a  call.

On  Saturday,  April  25,  members  of  the  Glen  Park 
Merchant's  Association  and  some  of  our  neighbors 
joined  together  to  clean  up  the  streets  and  sidewalks  of 
the  village  area.  Our  efforts  were  part  of  a  city-wide 
awareness  and  cleanup  program.  San  Francisco  is  one 
neat  city  and  Glen  Park  is  one  neat  neighborhood,  so 
let's  keep  it  that  way! 

Traffic  Problems?  Parking  Problems? 

Our  neighborhood  is  changing! 
Members  of  the  GPA  have  been  corresponding  with 
Rina  Cutler,  Executive  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Parking  and  Traffic,  as  a  follow-up  to  her  meeting  with 
the  GPA  last  year.  Areas  of  concern  include: 

•  Speed  problems  on  Elk  Street  between  Diamond  and 
Bosworth  Streets.  Vehicles  have  driven  into  the  can- 
yon and  have  hit  residences  along  Elk. 

•  Accidents  at  the  intersection  of  Bosworth  and  Lyell 
Streets,  underneath  San  Jose  Avenue. 

•  Double  and  triple  parking  around  the  BART  station 
during  rush  hours— blocking  buses,  obstructing  the 
intersection  of  Diamond  and  Bosworth  streets,  and 
endangering  pedestrians. 

•  CalTrans  is  excavating  around  1-280,  implementing 
the  traftic  management  plan  which  was  approved  in 
1991  as  a  response  to  the  Loma  Prieta  earthquake. 
This  is  causing  congestion  as  additional  traffic  is  di- 
verted onto  our  neighborhood  streets.  There  will  be 
some  closure  of  the  on-ramp  during  the  work. 

•  CalTrans  is  also  looking  at  the  seismic  retrofitting 
required  on  the  Lamartine  pedestrian  overcrossing. 
The  existing  structure  does  not  meet  current  code 
requirements  and  CalTrans  would  like  to  tear  it 
down.  The  City  had  taken  the  position  that  the 
overcrossing  should  be  repaired,  not  removed.  This  is 
the  access  to  the  MUNI  extension.

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Glen  Park  Baseball

"Glen  Park!  You  guys  beat  the  pants  off  us  in  the  "29 
championship!  Or  was  that  1930?" 

This  outpouring  from  a  beer  vendor  at  Candlestick 
Park  one  spring  day  when  I  should  have  been  working, 
but  wasn't.  His  weathered  face  suggested  a  sure  inti- 
macy with  box  scores  printed  sixty  years  ago. 

And  I — having  no  particular  knowledge  of  that 
team  since  it  no  doubt  played  out  its  prime  a  generation 
before  I  was  born — smiled  with  pride.  As  if  I  had  been 
somehow  responsible  for  that  team's  success. 

The  vendor,  a  former  player  for  some  forgotten 
Mission  District  team,  takes  another  look  at  the  logo  on 
my  jacket  which  reads,  ''Glen  Park  Baseball,"  shakes 
his  head,  remembering.  "You  guys  in  Glen  Park,  you 
had  a  hell  of  a  team  back  then." 

"You  guys  in  Glen  Park."  In  one  confusing,  exquis- 
ite moment,  time  stood  still.  Here  was  clear-cut  tes- 
timony to  baseball's  impossible  ability  to  jumble  gener- 
ations together  like  numbered  balls  in  a  bingo  drum. 

In  1992,  we  still  play  baseball  at  Glen  Park,  a  game 
virtually  unchanged  since  before  the  Civil  War.  We're 
not  talking  big  time  baseball  in  the  Canyon:  no  crowds, 
no  hot  dogs,  no  Gehrig,  DiMaggio  or  Ruth.  But  the 
sport's  85-year  history  at  O'Shaughnessy  and  Elk  is 
rich  with  the  tradition  that  makes  bsiseball  America's 
favorite  game. 

The  first  baseball  game  played  in  Glen  Park  took 
place  around  1907,  when  the  Crocker  Estate  Company 
improved  the  property  for  use  as  a  picnic  grounds.  At 
that  time,  it  was  fenced  and  rented  to  organizations  for 
private  use.  Neighborhood  children,  lacking  the  price  of 
admission,  played  elsewhere.  In  1922,  the  City  acquired 
the  property  and  it  became  a  public  ten-and-a-half  acre 
facility.  Since  then,  thousands  of  youth,  high  school  and 
semi-pro  games  have  been  played  at  Glen  Park. 


Today  we  have  two  diamonds  and  four  Glen 
Park  baseball  teams,  from  Tee  Ball  for  the  youngest 
players,  through  Mustang,  Bronco,  and  Pony  levels. 
And  "you  guys"  aren't  all  guys  anymore.  Baseball  in 
Glen  Park  is  decidedly  co-ed,  with  neighborhood 
boys  and  giris  up  to  14  years  old  involved  in  the  pro- 
gram, many  playing  out  their  entire  baseball  careers 
in  the  Canyon.  Men  and  women  volunteers  join  Park 
Directors  to  fill  out  the  coaching  ranks.  Major  League 
players  Juan  Eichelberger,  Kenny  Reitz  and  Al 
Gallagher  learned  the  game  in  Glen  Park  from  neigh- 
borhood coaching  legend  Thelma  Williams. 

Young  players  in  the  Glen  Park  baseball  program 
today  work  hard  to  learn  baseball  fundamentals  and 
the  meaning  of  teamwork.  Competition  for  practice 
fields  is  fierce  as  coaches  prepare  their  teams  for  city- 
wide  competition  in  the  San  Francisco  Youth  Base- 
ball Program.  Playing  two  games  and  sometimes  as 
many  as  three  per  week,  players  practice  from  one  to 
three  afternoons  every  week  from  February  through 
the  end  of  June.  This  adds  up  to  as  many  as  20  hours 
of  baseball  a  week  for  some  players ! 

On  your  next  walk  (or  dog  run)  through  the  can- 
yon, take  a  few  minutes  to  watch  one  of  the  youtii 
baseball  games  that  are  played  in  Glen  Park  nearly 
every  afternoon.  These  enthusiastic  boys  and  girls 
also  represent  our  neighborhood  as  they  travel  to 
other  parks  all  over  San  Francisco.  They  are  the  mod- 
em illustration  of  a  splendid  tradition  that  gave  the 
boys  from  tiie  Mission  "all  they  could  handle"  back 
in  1929.  Or  was  that  1930? 

The  author,  a  volunteer  Glen  Park  Baseball 
coach,  is  collecting  anecdotes  and  memorabilia  relat- 
ing to  baseball  in  the  canyon.  This  information  is 
needed  for  a  larger  work  on  the  park's  history.

Fiscal  Realiries

In  a  few  days  San  Franciscans  will  face  some  weighty 
decisions  at  the  polls.  Glen  Park  residents  among  them. 
Close  to  three  billion  dollars  in  two  State  and  City  bond 
measures,  and  Proposition  E — targeting  general  fund 
monies  to  subsidize  corporate  interests — are  on  the 
ballot.  All  should  be  examined  for  both  need  and  finan- 
cial feasibility.  The  proposed  City  indebtedness,  with 
interest  costs,  is  actually  $252.8  million. 

At  recent  Glen  Park  Association  meetings,  attend- 
ees were  informed  of  the  annual  library  emergency. 
City  budget  cuts  threaten  to  reduce  the  already  minimal 
service  at  this  and  other  branches.  City  wide,  catalogue 
upkeep  stopped  a  year  ago. 

The  Mayor  has  told  all  City  departments  to  cut  by 
10%,  something  that  voters  hoped  the  early  retirement 
initiative  last  November  would  prevent.  These  cuts  will 
include  the  police  department.  In  Glen  Park,  recent 
crimes  are  frightening,  and  now  residents  will  have 
fewer  police  services. 

Voters  need  to  consider  the  debt  incurred,  and  plan 
for  the  trade-offs  that  must  come  due  in  the  future.  The 
City's  bond  debt  went  from  $481  billion  C89-'90)  to 
$680  billion  C90-'91),  a  42%  increase,  bringing  per 
capita  debt  to  677  dollars  for  every  person  in  this  city. 
Prop  J's  maintenance  for  '92-'93  is  one  third  of  the 
Park  &  Rec  Department's  proposed  budget.  A  few 
years  back,  this  measure  on  parks  and  open  space  was 
passed  by  the  voters,  an  example  of  a  worthy  cause 
with  ongoing  ramifications. 

What  trade-offs  down  the  road  will  pay  for  the 
debt?  To  name  just  a  few — San  Francisco  schools,  li- 
braries and  police  protection  have  drastically  suffered 
from  what  seems  to  be  the  chronic  annual  budget  crisis. 
The  budget  deficit  is  caused  not  only  by  decreased 


Federal  and  State  monies,  but  past  voter  and  legisla- 
tive commitments  of  the  General  Fund. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  passed  a  19% 
sewer  tax  increase.  With  another  recent  17%  increase 
(broken  up  as  one  8%  and  one  9%  hike)  in  the  same 
tax,  the  sewer  "tax"  is  now  250%  of  the  water 
charges.  Since  Prop.  13,  excise-type  taxes  are  the 
government's  form  of  increasing  revenues,  but  there  is 
a  limit. 

The  City  is  losing  fiscal  credibility  and  is  paying 
more  to  borrow  money.  The  City  bond  rating  has  gone 
from  AAA  to  AA,  roughly  equivalent  to  8%  more 
interest.  The  City  is  also  close  to  its  borrowing  limit  as 
mandated  by  the  City  Charter.  To  stay  within  the  law, 
our  leaders  choose  which  bonds  to  issue.  As  of  June 
1991 ,  there  was  $406  million  in  authorized  but 
unissued  bonds.  The  problem  is  that  this  needed  selec- 
tivity allows  them  to  ignore  voter  mandates,  assuming 
an  authority  not  given  them  by  the  constitution. 

Voters  need  to  remember  "There's  no  such  thing 
as  a  free  lunch!"  The  'order'  given  June  2nd  to  Gov- 
ernment officials  will  be  paid  for  eventually,  by  cuts 
in  necessary  services  and  increased  taxes  (sales,  util- 
ity, assessments,  etc.),  and  unauthorized  powers  as- 
sumed by  elected  officials.

entrances  for  each  unit.  Same  open  space  as  RH-2, 
except  100  square  feet  per  unit.  Nonresidential  uses 
more  common  than  in  RH-2. 

RM  categories — RM  stands  for  "residential, 
mixed."  They  are  'Intended  to  recognize,  protect,  con- 
serve and  enhance  areas  characterized  by  a  mixture  of 
houses  and  apartment  buildings,  covering  a  range  of 
densities . . .  most  structures  are  of  a  scale  that  respects 
the  traditional  lot  patterns,  open  spaces  and  articulation 
of  facades  typical  of  San  Francisco  neighborhoods." 

RM-1 — "Low  density."  Like  RH  districts  but  with 
a  "significant  number  of  apartment  buildings.  Twenty- 
five  to  35  feet  wide  and  rarely  more  than  40  feet  high. 
"Overall  density  remains  low."  Rear  yard  25%  of  the 
depth  of  the  lot,  but  at  minimum  15  feet.  Usable  out- 
door space  available  at  ground  level  and  on 
decks  and  balconies,  averaging 
100  feet-  per 


unit.  Shopping  facilities  and  transit  nearby.  Supporting 
nonresidential  often  present. 

NC  districts — "Neighborhood  commercial,"  but  can 
also  include  housing.  Covers  a  very  broad  range,  from 
Glen  Park  village  to  the  commercial  sections  of  Geary 
and  Van  Ness. 

NC-2 — Greater  variety,  with  more  commercial 
space,  including  on  the  second  floor.  Rear  open  space  is 
25%  of  the  depth  of  the  lot,  but  at  minimum  15  feet,  with 
balconies  or  decks  on  upper  residential  floors.  Residen- 
tial density  is  one  dwelling  unit  for  each  800  square  feet 
of  lot  area.  That's  three  apartments  per  typical  lot  in 
Glen  Park,  in  addition  to  permitted  commercial  space. 
Detailed  rules  govern  what  kinds  of  commercial  activity 
are  permitted.  For  example,  a  bar  or  a  movie  theater  are 
permitted  outright,  while  a  gas  station  would  require  the 


GLtN  Canyon  Park 
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approval  of  the  Planning  Commission. 

There  is  one  other  zoning  category  worth  mention- 
ing in  connection  with  Glen  Park,  although  it  is  not  in 
use  here  at  the  moment.  That  is  RH-l(S),  or  "one-fam- 
ily with  a  minor  second  unit."  It  resembles  RH-1  above, 
but  allows  a  second  unit  of  600  square  feet  that  "re- 
mains subordinate  to  the  owner's  unit,  and  may  house 
one  or  two  persons  related  to  the  owner  or  be  rented  to 
others.  Despite  these  conversions,  the  structures  retain 
the  appearance  of  single-family  dwellings."  In  other 
words  RH-l(S)  allows  for  "in-law"  apartments. 

These  categories  provide  the  outline  for  Glen  Park 
zoning.  The  reality,  of  course,  is  more  complicated. 
Buildings  were  built  or  altered  before  rules  went  into 
effect.  There  are  exceptions  built  into  the  code.  For 
instance,  front  setbacks  and  rear  yard  sizes  depend  on 
adjacent  buildings.  Some  uses  are  "conditional"  — 
allowed,  but  only  after  a  Planning  Commission  hearing. 
In  some  parts  of  the  city  there  are  special  use  districts 
with  their  own  rules.  Planned  Unit  Developments  like 
Ray  Oil  Burner  are  granted  all  kinds  of  exceptions. 
Zoning  can  also  be  changed.  The  apartment  buildings 
on  Bosworth  between  Chilton  and  Bumside  have  their 
own  little  custom-made  pocket  of  RH-2  zoning  in  the 
midst  of  a  predominantly  RH- 1  area.

Mayor  Jordan's  recent  clean  sweep  of  the  Planning 
Commission  adds  a  new  element  of  uncertainty.  For 
instance,  the  new  commission  is  about  to  consider  do- 
ing away  with  discretionary  review,  the  process 
through  which  neighbors  can  inexpensively  challenge 
what  they  think  are  inappropriate  building  plans  on 
their  block.  Other  new  policies  are  also  likely  to  be  pro- 
development,  but  it's  too  early  for  the  reconstituted 
commission  to  have  a  track  record.

To  the  Editor: 

In  March  at  the  Glen  Park  Association  meeting,  the 
membership  voted  to  petition  die  City  to  legislatively 
protect  the  strip  of  open  space  on  tiie  north  side  of 
Bosworth.  The  reason  this  action  was  necessary  was 
tiiat  tile  sale  process  for  one  parcel  was  recentiy  stopped 
by  accident,  and  in  1974,  a  parcel  of  tiiis  supposedly 
perpetiial  open  space  was  actually  sold. 

At  tiie  April  meeting,  tiie  petition  drive  was 
brought  up  again.  A  few  members  spoke  on  the  lack  of 
need  since  the  Association  has  a  letter  from  the  Zoning 
Administrator  and  anotiier  from  the  Assistant  Director 
of  Real  Estate  stating  tiie  stiip  is  open  space  and  not 
considered  for  sale,  but  neitiier  of  these  men  has  any 
autiiority  over  sales  of  DPW  property. 

Other  members  talked  about  not  bothering  City 
Hall  unnecessarily,  or  not  worrying  until  there  is  a  spe- 
cific development  to  fight.  Time  and  again  I  have  been 
told  by  neighborhood  activists,  "Fight  every  single 
project.  Let  your  neighborhood  be  known  as  expensive 
to  develop  in  and  you'll  have  fewer  fights." 

I  have  tiiree  questions  for  the  members  who  don't 
want  to  botiier  City  Hall  or  would  ratiier  wait  to  fight  a 
specific  development: 

If  current  protections  are  adequate,  how  did  the 
portion  of  tiie  green  space  between  Diamond  and 
Brompton  get  sold  for  a  parking  lot?  How  does  tiie  plan 
to  wait  to  fight  a  specific  development  take  into  account 
that  the  very  concept  of  "housing"  is  veto-proof  in  this 
town?  How  can  'not  botiiering  City  HalF  be  the  most 
effective  way  to  get  support  when  you  need  it,  when  it 
is  proven  tiiat  'tiie  squeaky  wheel  gets  tiie  grease'? 

At  the  May  meeting,  the  discussion  will  be  re- 
opened, what  will  the  result  be?  Glen  Park's  future 
locked  and  buried  in  concrete,  or  kept  green  and  alive 
for  future  generations?
